BLOODLESS AMPUTATION, 

From the Committee on Surgery Dr. Pierce, 
of Lemont, read a paper on Bloodless Amputa- 
tion,” which bristled with technicalities, band- 
ages, splints, fracture-boxes, and other ma- 
chinery, familiar to those who have had the 
misfortune to undergo a surgical fion for 
a fractured or shattered limb. 6 especially 
commended the apparatus known as the bivalve 
splint, which was used with success j the 

Prussian War. He also spoke of the 
pneumatic operator and anesthesia. The bivalve 
was, perhaps, the greatest boon that surge 
had received. It had taken precedence of 
other means of setting fractures, and givin 
ease to the patient. e took stroug groun 
against the administration of chloroform during 
the performance of an operation. He particu- 
larly alluded to the recent death of Mrs. 
Mary Crie, of Boston, and read the 
testimony of some of the leading physicians of 
„the Hub,” which went to show that chloroform 
was a most dangerous kindof anesthetic. Ether, 
on the other hand, was quite safe when properly 
used. in fact sulphuric ether was the safest of 
all anesthetics. Chloroform, although it had 
undoubtedly caused death im tod many cases, 
had after saved a good many valuable lives ; 
but where there was a safer anesthetic it would 
be simply criminal to resort to one that was 
known to be dangerous. It was, however, a re- 
markable fact that during our War chloroform 
had been used in nearly all eases, and with suc- 
cess as a rule, both in the performance of an 
operation and the examination of wounds. This 
success of chloroform was doubtless due 
to the fact that a strong ration of 
whisky was generally issued on the eve 
of a battle, and that the minds of 
the soldiers were in a high state of excitement, 
owing to the grand confusion and overwhelming 
noise of a general engagement. The report of 
Dr. Pierce concladed with a recommendation of 
continued immersion of the patient in cases of 
compound fractures aod lacerated wounds.

Yesterday was given by the House of Repre- 
sentatives to the consideration, of the bill con- 
cerning the payment of moieties to informers in 
cases of customs frauds. Mr. Conkling’s semi- 
official connection with the Phelps, Dodge & Co. 
frand was brought under fire, but an amendment 
intended to rebuke him and prevent the employ- 
ment of Oonmgressmen as counsel for 
either side in revenue suits was withdrawn, 
for fear that it would endanger the bill. 
Mr. Conkling found zealous advocatesin Messrs. 
Kasson and Roberts, and prosecutors in Messrs. 
Dawes, Niblack, and Beck. His reai connection 
with the Phelps-Dodge business is not very 
clear; but enough is known to warrant the as- 
sertion that his conduct was highly unbecom- 
ing a United States Senator. The bill, 
as finally passed, provides that the books 
and papers of suspected persons shall 
only be seized on an order of the 
Court before whom suit is instituted, and not, 
as heretofore, at the option of the District- 
Attorneys; that moieties shall not be paid to 
customs officials; and that informers shall in no 
case receive more than $5,000, and shall receive 
nothing except with the consent of the Secre— 
tary of the Treasury. These provisions meet 
the views of the leading. importers of the 
country; if put in operation they will kill the 
spy system.

There was no de- 
mand for it whatever, except by the speculators, 
who, envious of the successful piunder made by 
the jobbers in the Union and Central Pacific 
Roads, desired to have a hand in the same kind 
of business. The assumption of the memorial 
that Congress, in obedience to the popular de- 
mand, authorized this Company to begin the 
construction of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
as a Government work,” is wholiy unfounded. 
On the contrary, even the corrupt Congresses 
that granted everything the Credit Mobilier 
men demanded, refused and have continued to 
refuse to vote any money or bond subsidy to 
this Northern Pacific Railway. It has always 
been considered an entirely useless appendage 
in which no man ought to invest a dollar. The 
memorial further assumes that Jay’ Cooke, by 
his natural genius and personal efforts, sup- 
plied the Government with the money to carry 
on the four years’ War of the Rebellion, and 
that, had it not been for Jay Cooke, the United 
States would have been unable to raise a dollar 
and would have had to accept the terms of the 
Rebels. This assumption wés necessary in 
order to justify another, which is that this wiso 
and experienced banker had given the scheme of 
building the road his approval by be- 
coming the fiscal agent of the Com- 
pany. The memorial, however, suppresses 
the fact that the same scheme was 
investigated by the agent of the bankers of 
Germany, who pronounced judgment against it 
for reasons which subsequent facts have shown 
were well founded. The Company went into the 
construction of a railroad 2,000 miles long upon 
speculation. It had no capital, and depended 
for money from day to day upon the sales of 
bonds to credulous people. Not a capitalist in- 
vested a cent. The memorial itself describes 
the class of persons who were seduced into buy- 
ing the bonds. It says: . 
Among the subscribers to these bonds there was not 
a speculator, a stock gambier, or « trafficker in rail- 
road property. The money that went into these 
was precisely the money that previousiy had gone iuto 
governments to sustain the War—the current savings

PATTERSON ON PATTON. 
The speech of Dr. Patterson at the Monday 


the eocasion and the man. It gives voice to the 
belief of thousands of Christians that their re- 
ligion is not a fossil of the sixteenth century, 
but a living growth of the nineteenth, and that 
the type of a perfect minister, the standard of 
comparison, is neither Patton nor any other

Dr. Patterson began by saying that there are 
two great ideas on which ecclesiastical courts 
must act. The first is that of liberty. Use 
authority only as a last resort. The second is 
the necessity of consulting, in judgment, the 
consciences of all fair-minded people, in and 
“Any action that scams to 
savor of needless severity, even if. lawful, is not 
expedient, unless vital interests are at stake.” 

With this preface, he entered upon a full dis- 
cussion of the case. There have been mistaken 
ideas about the points at issue. There are four 
questions the Presbytery is not galled upon to 
decide: (1) Whether Swing hag exactly the 
tight views of historic and actual Presby- 
terianism. He has a right toa wide range of 
views, provided he holds to the essentials. 
Those essentials are not as many as some per- 
sons think. (2) Whether his language is am- 
biguous. Saint James was. He says: A man 
is justified by works, and not by faith only.” 
Christ's was. He said: My Father is greater 
than I.“ Both these expressions are very am- 
biguous. Shall we, therefore, condemn Saint 
James and Christ as heretics? (3) Whether his 
language cannot be reconciled with Unitarianism. 
Christ’s sentence just quoted can be. Was He, 
therefore, an Unitarian? Prof. Swing must be 
believed innocent till proved) guilty. (4) 
Whether he uses faulty language. His sermons 
are not intended as essays in theology. He uses 
words in their common sense, and gives his 
sentences poetic form. He does bot profess to 
bea trained theologian, and must not be criti- 
cised as such. 

These four questions do not concern the 
Presbyters. They must decide whether it is 
clearly proved that Swing does not accept the 
Westminster Confession of Faith, and whether ; 
it is clearly proved that he has been an unfaith- 
ful minister. The Confession cam be accepted’ 
in different ways. The reunion of the Old and 
New Schools has settled that. The two Schools 
separated in 1838, because they interpreted 
the Westminster Confession differently. In 
August, 1837, the New-School féith had been 
embodied in a statement drawn up by a Conven- 
tion at Auburn, N. Y. In 1868 the Old-School 
Association at Albany-asserted, by a large ma- 
jority, that the Auburn statement ‘‘ embraces 
all the essentials of the Calvinistio creed.” In 
1869 each of the Assemblies (O. S. and N. S.) } 
agreed that the other was “asound and ortho- 
dox body.” On this basis they united. It was 
well known that they held different views of the 
Confession. By this action, then, the right of 
holding such different views was fully recog- 
nized. ‘‘A man may, therefore, be a good Pres- 1 
byterian in the Reunited Church who does not 
accept the doctrines of Reprobation and Elec- 
tion according to the sterner interpre- 
tations of them that were given by Calvin and a 
large portion of the Presbyterian Church.” 
Prof. Swing ‘professes his belief in the New- 
Schoo} interpretation of the Westminster Con- 
fession. The Reunited Church has declared 
such a belief allowable. Prof. Swing, then, does

JUDGE BLODGETTS DECISION ON THE RAIL- 

ä ROAD-AID BONDS. 

It will be remembered that the Supreme Court 
of this State, at its last session held at Ottawa, 
decided that the issue of bonds, amounting in 
the aggregate to upwards of $400,000, executed 
by various towns and cities in payment of stock 
in the Ottawa, Oswégo & Fox River Valley Rail- 
road Company, was invalid upon the ground that 
the law under which the bonds were issued had 
never passed the Legislature in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of this State. Accord- 
ing to that decision a municipality, when sued 
upon its bonds, is permitted to go behind the 
published ‘statutes, and, notwithstanding an 
act of the Legislature is found in 
the office of the Secrétary of State, 
duly enrolled and signed by the Speakers of 


or, and incorporated among the published laws 
of the State, defeat a recovery by showing that 
the Legislature failed to observe some constitu- 
tional requirement in relation to the manner of 
conducting its business during the passage of the 
bill. The effect of this decision naturally enough 
was to create wide-spread consternation among 
Eastern holders of Illinois municipal bonds. 

The First National Bank of Winchendon, 
Mass., holding some of the bonds issued by the 
Town of Aurora in payment of stock in the 
Ottawa, Oswego & Fox River Valley Railroad 
Company, brought an action in the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Northern District 
of Liliaois, and the defense interposed was that 
the journals of the Senate failed to show that 
the act under which the bonds were issued 
had passed a third reading by ayes 
and noes, as required by the Constitution, and 
so had never become a law. The case was tried 
before Judge Blodgett, without a jury, in Feb- 
and was elaborately argued by 
Messrs. Wilson & Perry, of this city, for the 
plaintiff, and by Wheaton, Canfield & Smith, of 
Aurora, for the town. Judge Blodgett an- 
nounced his opinion Monday in favor of the 
validity of the bonds, holding that where a 
municipality has gone on and acted under a 
statute which has been duly published by legis- 
lative authority among the printed laws of the 
State, and has treated it asa valid law by the 
issuing of bonds which have subsequently come 
into the hands of innocent purchasers for value, 
the municipality is estopped from asserting that 
the law had not been duly passed. 

This opinion is the more important inasmuch 
as it is understood that there are several other 
statutes authorizing the issue of bonds which 
are open to attack if such a line of defense 
should be permitted. It is a direct issue with 
the Supreme Court of the State. Upon the gen- 
eral question of allowing the judicial depart- 
ment to go behind the published laws and in- 
quire into the regularity of legislative proceed- 
ings for the purpose of imvalidating a public 
statute, the adjudications of the courts of dif- 
ferent States are not uniform. The Supreme 
Court of the United States has not, 80 
far as we aro aware, passed upon 
the question, but the principle involv- 
ed is one of paramount importance. The 
constitutionality of a law, as to ita subject mat- 
ter, is always within the sphere of judicial in- 
quiry, but a very different element is brought 
into the case when the Court, under the plea of 
constitutional limitation, is asked to invade the 
domain of legislative action by going behind the 
published laws, and inquiring whether the vari- 
ous steps which the Constitution directs the 
law-making body to observe have or have not 
been taken during the passage of a bill through 
the two Houses of the General Assembly. The 
final adjudication of this question by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where it will 
probably be carried, will be looked for with oon- 
siderable interest, 


TROUBLE AMONG THE CRUSADERS. 
The arrest of the forty-three Crusaders in Cin- 
cinnati, for willful and determined violation of 
the city ordinances, has producedan unwonted 


among the clergy of that city, the most of whom 
sympathize with the victims who are thus forci- 
bly debarred from further operations against 
the saloons. We do not see, however, how 
any one, after a careful and unprejudiced 
review of the situation, can cometo any other 
conclusion than that the Mayor and police au- 
thorities have done their plain duty in the prem- 
ises, and that they would have been derelict in 
their duty if they had failed to do just what they 
have done. The women engaged in these oper- 
ations had timely warning. The Police Commis- 
sioners, and the Boards of Aldermen and Council, 
by au almost unanimous vote, instructed the police 
authorities to suppress the street demonstrations. 
The Mayor issued a proclamation to the same 
purport. When no heed was paid to the procla- 
mation, he issued an address, invoking them to 
desist from any further demonstrations, which 
were exciting the people to the pitch of violence 
and riot. In bis address, he says very plainly :

But, by sa parity of reasoning, 
a Mormon might claim the right to preach polyg- 
amy upon the sidewalk, thereby block up the 
public way and trespass upon private rights, and

been compelled to desist from their practices, 
and no one has protested against it, although 
they sought to justify themselves by the same 
claim as that set up by the Crusaders. There 
are people in every community who honestly be- 
lieve that society is leagued against them, and 
that they have a right to the property of others, 
but their justification has never held good in the 
courts of law. If every one were allowed to 
do what he honestly thinks he is justified in 
doing, itis safe to say that little regard would 
be paid to the rule of meum and tuum, and 
it would be s very uncomfortable 
world to live in. The most unfortunate 
feature of the case, perhaps, is that these 
women and their allies do not see the disrepute 
they are bringing upon the cause of temperance 
by making themselves the aggressors in viola- 
tion of the law. Their cause is a right one, 
there is no doubt of that; their method, how- 
ever, is a wrong one, and the sooner they desist 
from obstinately flying in the face of the law, 
interfering with the rights of people, and com- 
mitting breaches of the peace, the better it will 
be for themselves as well as the cause they rep-

One of the advantages of indirect as com- 
pared with direct taxation is that it does away 
with the infinite worry of che latter.

TEMPERANCE. 


The General Aspect in New York City. 

New Tonk, May 19.—A committee of the 
Wom en’s Temperance Union waited upon the 
Excise Commissioners yesterday to urge the don- 
sideration of their propositions for the stri¢ter 
enforcement of the Excise laws. The Commis- 
sioners assured the women of their intention to 
carry out the laws as fully as possible, and ex- 
plained the difficulties attendant upon the @xe- 
cution of their duties. They are not, for in- 
stance, authorized to prosecute in the courts 
for civil damages, and in cases where 
they have wished to lay a case under the criminal 
laws, which make violations of the Excise laws 


misdemeanors, punishable by one year’s im- 
prisonment, they fin that the great 
crush of business in the criminal 
courts obstructs them. They have filed 


with the District Attorney since March 
last seventy complaints, with proof of judgment 
against offenders, but only two indicuments have 

been found, and the District Attorney has paid 
that there were so many cases of greater im- 

portance that it would be some time belore they 

all could be reached. As to the general aspect 

of the temperance question, recent statistics 

have developed the fact that in New York City, 

in 1873, the cases of drunkenness were 20 per 
cent less than in Brooklyn or Boston, propor- 
tionately, and intemperance and the crime d re- 

sulting from it had decreased 30 per cent within 
a year. The ladies, thereupon, announced them- 

selves satisfied, and stated that they would at 

once lend their energies toward influencing the 

District Attorney to a more rapid disposal of the 

complaints. Prayer was made and the Commit- 

tee withdrew.

The Liquor Dealers’ Protective Union met last 
evening.
